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The Official Stamps of the 


Australian Commonwealth 


By Don HousEeworTH 


AIEW collectors have not 
possessed at some time 
certain Australian stamps 
which they may have 
=!) regarded with curiosity 
if not with an eye to their possible 
value. These stamps, either punched 
with the letters O and S or over- 
printed with the same initials, are 
rather mysterions items to the aver- 
age collector. So far as the federal 
government of Australia is con- 
cerned, the adhesives are now his- 
tory and no more will be produced. 
Now is the time to acquire them — 
the passing of the years should hike 
their value. 





The letters O and S$ are abbrevia- 
tions of the words OFFICIAL SER- 
VICE and serve to identify stamps 
issued for the express use of gov- 
ernment officials and employees. Back 
in 1913 when uniform postage ap- 
peared in the commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia, the punched stamps were re- 


leased and, like our postage dues, 
were not to be sold or given to the 
public. The authorities might have 


guessed that stamp collectors would 
want these particular stamps and that 
it would be difficult to convince them 
that the law should be respected. 
Collectors were never convinced and| 
after a struggle of vears, the govern- 
ment finally admitted that nothing is 
sacred when it ordered discontinu- 
ance of official stamps. It is not a 
new story. Once the United States 
used official stamps but finally de- 
cided their use did not solve the 
franking problem. 


Commonwealth officials are of de- 
cided interest because of their rela- 
tive scarcity. The later issues, par- 
ticularly commemorative, that were 
overprinted for official use were pro- 
duced in thousands rather than mil- 
lions. Thus far, prices have not ad- 
vanced out of sight for the simple 
teason that only Australian collect- 
ors and a handful of foreigners who 
specialize in Commonwealth stamps 
have sought these issues.

Scandal has dogged the footsteps of 
Commonwealth official stamps. Gov- 
ernment employees from the beginning 
were unable to withstand the temp- 
tation of disposing of these stamps 
to collectors and pocketing the cash. 
The post office department sought a 
solution of this problem for years and 
finally hit upon a plan’ but it was 
poorly thought out and sounded the 
death knell of the special issues. 

It was thought that if official 
stamps were made available to the 
public at face value it would no long- 
er be profitable for government em- 
ployees to traffic in the stamps so it 
|was decided in 1931 to dispose of a

supply of the current air mail adhes- 
ives, overprinted O. S. Almost at 
| the moment the stamps were released 
| through various post offices it was 
'discovered that the use of these 
stamps by the purchasers could not 
be prohibited. The stamps appeared 
on private mail and it was necessary 
to honor them. The net result was 
a general postage status for the 
stamps despite the overprint and 
since this particular issue was never 
placed in the hands of government 
officials they never knew official stat- 
us. The overprint, therefore, means 
nothing and genuine official stamps 
continued to be sacred since they had 
never been sold to the public. 

The American catalogue makes no 
distinction along this line, the edit- 
ors accepting the overprinted 6-penny 
airmail stamps as an official issue. Ac- 
cording to: letters I have received 
from the Scott company, that firm 











still has faith in its Australian cor- 
respondent who once declared that 
Australian official stamps were sold 
to the public in unused condition. No 
less an authority than A. A. Rosen- 
blum, editor of the specialized cata- 
logue of Australia, refutes this in- 
formation. 

All issues of Australian official 
stamps, of course, have been avail- 
able to the public in used condition 
and there is room for argument that 
they should be listed in the catalogue 
in that condition only. It is also true 
that virtually all of the official issues 
have been sold to the public by the 
post office department in USED con- 
dition. 

The explanation of the latter lies 
in the practice of selling cancelled-to- 
order stamps. We have noted this 
practice in such countries as Liberia, 
Netherlands, Nyassa, Russia, Spain 
and others and as a rule we have 
frowned upon it. Australia handled 
the matter in a slightly different 
manner and has left itself less open 
to criticism. 

Rather than destroy or sell stocks 
of obsolete stamps at a discount to 
stamp dealers or to place upon the 
market at face value certain old is- 
sues which had appreciated in value 
among collectors, the government au- 
thorized the making of “specimen” 
collections of stamps. These collec- 
tions consisted of genuine stamps tak- 
en from the vaults. Each collection 
consisted of as many as fifty varie- 
ties which were nicely cancelled 
the case of the lower values and over- 
printed “specimen” in the case of 
high denominations. Each stamp re- 
tained its original gum. These col- 
lections were sold at face value and 
contained official stamps, unused but 
cancelled. Once the gum is removed 
from a specimen stamp it is difficult 
to identify it. The cancellation is 
clean and always applied to the cor- 
ners of four stamps at once but I 
have seen stamps on covers cancelled 
in an identical manner. The stamp

OREGON ‘TERRITORY 


If careful study will produce the 
desired results, the stamp honoring 
the Spalding-Whitman Expedition 
into the Old Oregon ‘Territory 
should be a shining example of accur- 
acy. The map to be used has been 
checked and double checked and var- 
ious historical documents perused to 
insure not only the accuracy of the 
map itself, but also the points touched 
by the various trails that were fol- 
lowed by the various pioneer expedi- 
tions into the Great Northwest. At 
the present writing it seems likely 
that a first day city will be chosen in 
each of the five states which formed 
part of the Oregon Territory. It is 
understood that the date of first day 
sale may fall as late as August 20 or 
21, due to the vast amount of detail 
necessary to carry out this project. 

The Postmaster General has an- 
nounced that a total of 376,693 cov- 
ers received the first day cancellation 
of June 15 at Little Rock, Arkansas, 
where the Arkansas Centennial stamp 
was placed on sale. This represented 
a stamp sale of a half million stamps 
value at $15,000. The Philatelic 
Agency at Washington reported sales 
on the 16th of $8,914.95, window 
sales and mail orders included.

The Washington Airmail Society 
has submitted an interesting propo- 
sition to the Post Office Department, 
with letters also to the Secretaries 
of War and Navy, suggesting that 
two airmail stamps of 6c value be in- 
cluded in the Army-Navy heroes set, 
one for each branch of the service. 
Included in the suggestion was noted 
the request that suitable designs rela- 
tive to airplanes be selected for the 
stamps. The resolution received 
unanimous support of the members 
of the Society, and was sponsored by 
Francis B. Leech, former president 
of the American Air Mail Society.

A Few Minutes with the Editor 


Bap AccouNTS 


Back about the beginning of the 
present century it was a custom with 
publishers of stamp magazines to fre- 
quently advertise for sale, accounts 
which they had been unable to col- 
lect. We sometimes wonder if it 
would not be a desirable thing to 
again put this plan in effect for the 
benefit of the reputable dealer who is 
conducting his business in an honor- 
able manner and who is paying his 
accounts regularly. 

During the past several years, we 
have accumulated a formidable list 
of accounts which we are now trying 
to collect. In some instances, the 
party who ran the bill has discontin- 
ued dealing or selling, others are still 
at it and have taken their business 
from our paper, yet use space in oth- 
er papers. 

We feel that the proper way to 
handle all of these accounts would 
be for the various publishers to get 
together and to refuse to carry adver- 
tising for dealers who are in arrears 
for a matter of 60 or 90 days with 
any other publisher, for it is evident 
that a man who will avoid a bill 
with one publisher will eventually 
stick the next fellow and it is unfair 
to the man who does pay his accounts 
promptly to permit these others to 
compete with them for business. 

We have been unable to find any 
agency through which accounts can

be collected in a satisfactory man- 
ner. We do not want to criticize 
any existing agency but we do feel 
that when there is a formidable list 
of accounts against a man and he 
fails to make an effort to clear these 
promptly, that there should be some 
steps taken to arrange for monthly 
payments. 

We have seen lists where there 
were probably a dozen different ac- 
counts against a single dealer, many 
of them quite old. We do not know 
what method is used in handling 
these accounts but we do feel that 
the proper method would be to lump 
the entire lot, insist on monthly pay- 
ment on the whole amount and to 
apportion the amount collected each 
month among the several creditors. 

For our part, we are tired of see- 
ing those who owe us substantial 
sums, continue to advertise as dealers 
and go after business through other 
publications and make no effort to 
clear their accounts with us. 

Unless we are successful by cor- 
respondence, in having these parties 
pay the amounts due us, we shall if 
necessary, offer these accounts for 
sale, either through our publication 
or by circulars enclosed in letters to 
all other dealers with whom we do 
business. 

We trust that those who are badly 
in arrears: with us will note this 
statement and make immediate ar- 
rangements to liquidate their account 
for we are tired of waiting as we 
have waited in the past years.

CHaptTer XXI 
Financing Religion With Stamps 
By Harry M. Savacool 
Pre st stamps were first issued solely to pro- 


vide a handy way of paying postage on mail. 

Pictures and designs were used only to bright- 
en the stamp and to make its nationality and value 
easily recognizable. It was soon evident, however, 
that here was an inexpensive and effective way of 
paying honor to personages and events. At no ex- 
pense at all the picture or inscription was placed 
before almost the entire population. 

The large sums of money brought in by postage 
stamp sales called attention to the financial possibili- 
ties of oft-repeated small sales long before Woolworth 
originated his five and ten idea. Some countries con- 
ceived the idea of raising money for certain charities 
by issuing stamps bearing a special surtax beyond the 
price of the postage. This surtax was,turned over to 
the charity to be benefited. It proved a very efficient 
method of raising such funds, the post offices providing 
ready means of sale. Since their employees did all of 
the work there was practically no overhead expense. 
In most cases the stamps were provided as an alter- 
native to the ordinary postage, thus making the tax 
voluntary. Our Christmas Seals for ‘Tuberculosis 
Work could be sold much better in this fashion. At 
present they are sold through Clubs or Public Schools 
and some communities are missed entirely. More 
would be sold if they were put out by the Post Office 
Department as a special postal with a surtax of one 
cent for the tuberculosis work. A simple placard in 
the post offices could be used to call attention to them. 
Being always available at the stamp window and 
purchased a few at a time the sales would be much 








better than they are now through poorly organized 
street canvassing by volunteers who are often children, 

It is very natural that such an efficient method of 
raising money should not escape the attention of 
church leaders, especially in countries where the close 
relation of church and state makes such things possible. 
So now we have the special postal bearing a surtax 
for some church or religious fund. The Belgian is- 
sues for Orval Abbey in 1928, 1929, and 1933, bore 
a special surtax for the restoration of this noted Mon- 
astery. On the 5c, 5fr, and 10fr of the 1928 issue 
the tax was equal to the face value of the stamp; on 
the other values it was less than the face value. In 
the 1933 issue the tax on the higher values was more 
than the face value; on the 5fr and 10fr the tax was 
four times the face value. 


In the Italian issue of 1929 in honor of the Mon- 
astery of Monte Cassino the two lowest values carried 
no tax while the higher values carried a tax for the 
expenses of the 1400th Anniversary Celebration. In 
the case of the Italian issue of 1924 for the Holy 
Year there was a very reasonable surtax on each 
stamp. This was given towards the Holy Year ex- 
penses. A special postal with a surtax and bearing 
the picture of a church does not always mean that 
the church receives the proceeds, as may be seen in 
the case of Jugoslavia No. 817 bearing a picture of 
the Cathedral at Duvno but with the proceeds going 
towards War Cemeteries and Monuments. This kind 
of stamp must certainly bring in large sums of money 
for the causes for which they are issued. Anyone 
interested in the cause being sponsored would use 
some on their mail. It is very likely, however, that 
even more are purchased by collectors for their phila- 
telic interest. This would seem to be borne out by 
the difficulty of obtaining most of these stamps in 
used condition.

stamp of Ic is affixed to each certifi- 
cate. 


Pretty little picture stamps. How 
they keep my pocketbook depleted. 
But their purchase keeps me away 
from those modern smoking vamps. 

We listened with interest to the 
speech of President Roosevelt at Vin- 
cennes, Indiana, at the celebration or 
memorial to General George Rogers 
Clark, he who is the subject of the 
postage stamp. We consider the 
George Rogers Clark U. S. stamp 
one of the prettiest of the whole ser- 
ies of our stamps and hope that in 
the future we may have others of 
such a pleasing type. We hope that 


it will be possible to get back to 


the two color stamps such as the 
Yorktown. While the Rhode Island 
stamp is a beautiful one a two color 
job would have been extremely fine. 

The postmaster of a small postof- 
fice when counting up stamps every 
period he was required to do, to 
make his report, always found a 
small shortage that always puzzled 
him, but he could never find the an- 
swer, though he had to stand the few 
cents loss out of his own pocket. At 
last while going through some draw- 
ers that were never used and had not 
been opened by him for the last ten 
years he found oodles of stamps, 
blocks of four, and a lot that were 
out of issue. Most had no gum on 
them and this puzzled him still more. 
He told the postoffice force to keep 
an eye out and one morning one of 
the staff saw the pet monkey, be- 
longing to the janitor, licking the 
gum off a stamp and when discovered 
he was cramming the stamp in this 
unused drawer. This is why some 
collector was able to buy some com- 
paratively old issues of U. S. without 
gum at face value.
